Rouvier Ministry 9 
at Moment When Morocco 
Affair Is at Most Dan- 

gerous Stage. 


SURPRISE IN ALL EUROPE. 


Defeat in Chamber of Deputies 
Comes Over Trivial Dispute 
on Church and State 

Law. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
PARIS, March 8, 3 a. m.—The French cabi- 
net resigned last night, following a crisis 

which came like a bolt from a clear sky. 
The whole nation ts excited over the dra- 
Matic overthrow of the Rouvier ministry. 
Premier Rouvier is regarded as the strong- 
est man in France. It is universally 
conceded that he alone averted war 
with Germany over Morocco last June, when 
he forced Delcasse to resign and assumed 
the portfolio of the foreign office himself. 


Effect on Morocco, 

Now, just as the Morocco affair has reached 
Its critical point at the Algeciras conference, 
M. Rouvier and his entire ministry is forced 
out of office by a-union of hig own gupporters 
with his enemies over a petty issue raised by 
the church and state separation law. 

All Europe will recognize the gravity of the 
international crisis forced by the sudden 
withdrawal of the one man whose name has 
apparently stood as a guarantee for peace. 
The crisis comes at the moment when the 
Franco-German contest has reached a de- 
cisive stage, and it may exert an adverse 
influence not only on the Algeciras confer- 
ence but on European affairs. 

The lobbies of the chamber and all the 
political resorts in Paris were thronged by 
excited politicians until a late hour. There 
is widespread astonishment over the result 
and general speculation as to the future. 
Nothing can be sald yet as to who may be 
M. Rouvier’s successor. Gossip at a late hour 
fixed on M. Poincare as one of the most likely 
to succeed him, with M. Millerand as minister 
of the interior and M. Bourgeois as ministe> 
of foreign affairs. 


Due to Death of a Butcher. - 

The fall of the Rouvier government, which 
has held office for only a little mare than a 
year, was immediately due to the ‘killing of 
a butcher on Tuesday when the authorities 
were seeking to take an inventory of the 
church property at Boeschope in the depart- 
ment Du Nord. 

The clericals in the chamber of deputies 
attacked the ministry for brutality, while the 
socialists attacked it for its weakness, It was 
not until the close of the debate that the so- 
clalists realized that the ministry was 
danger. 2 Le he a 


Various speakers séverely . the 
government's course, asserting that it threat- 
ened to precipitate a religious warfare. Pre- 
mier Rouvier responded: 

“ The government has the duty to ei the 
law. It will apply it without weakness, but 
also with the prudence, tact, and wisdom 


consistent with public tranquillity. I ask the 


adoption of a resolution approving these dec- 
larations of the government.” 

The resolution was thereupon put to a vote 
and defeated by a vote of 284 to 267. 


Resignation Follows at Once. 


Premier Rouvier, with all of his colleagues, 
immediately proceeded to the foreign office, 
where a joint letter of resignation was pre- 
pared. Later M. Rouvier presented this let- 
ter to President Fallieres, who accepted the 
resignations. The president announced his 
intention of consulting the presidents of the 
senate and chamber of deputies tomorrow 
relative to the formation of a new cabinet. 

Having returned from presenting to Pres- 
ident Fallieres the resignation of the minis- 
try, M. Rouvier was surrounded in the lob- 
bies of the chamber of deputies by groups of 
members, who expressed their regret at his 
abandonment of office. M. Rouvier displayed 
not the slightest emotion.» Replying to one 
of his followers he remarked: 

„I regarded it as a point of honor to fulfill 
the task I had undertaken. The chamber’s 
vote has relieved me of a burden, the weight 
of which had begun to make itself felt. I do 
not regret it.” 

Responding to the declaration of another 
deputy that he might have carried opinion 
with him, M. Rouvi€r said: 

„ should have received 350 votes had I 
declared for more vigorous action, but the 
sentiment of the chamber was against the 
cabinet’s remaining in office until the elec- 
tion, and the struggle would have begun 
again tomorrow. It was better to finish Im- 
mediately.” . | 

Church Law Suspended. 

The meeting of the members of thevabinet 
at the foreign office lasted half an hour. 
After exchanging views with reference to 
church inventories, it was decided to suspend 
operations in that regard until a new cabinet 
has been appointed. 

The decision resulted from a disparity of 
the opinions expressed in the chamber of 
deputies relative to the methodof carrying 
out the law providing for the separation of 
church and state. Had the chamber voted a 
motion of confidence in the government, the 
cabinet would have been compelled to con- 
tinue to apply the law, but the downfall of 
the miniatry having clearly occurred through 
disapproval of the methods hitherto adopted, 
which on the one side were considered as 
too violent, and on the other side as too in- 
dulgent, M. Rouvier and his colleagues 
thought it better to discontinue the enforce- 
ment of the law. The promulgation of regu- 
lations, however, Will occur in the ordinary 
course, as specific dates therefor are laid 
down in the bill. 


Cabinet Formed Nov. 12, 1905, 

The cabinet of M. Rouvier was formed Nov. 
12, 1905, when M. Loubet was president of the 
republic. When M. Fallteres was inaugu- 
rated last month the cabinet formally tend- 
ered its resi on, but, at the request of 
the new president, it remained in office. It is 
constituted as follows:

‘The department of justice, however, has 
been gathering evidence against the elevator 
combine for months and is now ready to go 
into gourt. 


‘Suit Brought in California. 

The first public intimation of the sult came 
in a dispatch from San Francisco stating 
that under orders of Attorney General Moody 
suit had been brought against the Otis Hleva- 
tor combine in the United States court for 
the Ninth circuit. 

The companies named as defendants com- 
prise the principal elevator companies of 
the United States, but the operations specific- 
ally complained of have been carried on 
mainly in California and the states and ter- 
ritories west of the Rocky mountains. 

These companies make and sell at least 
80 per cent of all of the elevators used in 
this territory, and they are charged with 
having entered into a combination among 
themagelves to control and enhance the prices 
at which elevators are sold. In order to 
make the combination effective the Otis 
Elevator company has acquired the whole or 
a majority interest in the businesses of all 
the other defendants, although the defend- 
ants are still being rated as apparently 
separate and independent concerns. 


. Denounced by Moody. 

The attorney general in an official state- 
ment tonight makes these additional 
charges: 

„Wen an inquiry is received from a cus- 
tomer by any of the defendants it is imme- 
diately referred to the Otis Elevator com- 
pany, and if there is no outside competition 
that company designates the concern which 
is to get the business, fixes an excessive and 
exorbitant price to be charged, and directs 
the other companies to submit bids, apparent- 
ly in good faith, but higher than the bid of 
the company which has been designated to 
receive the contract. If outside competition 
does appear, one of these subsidiary com- 
panies is directed to take the contract ata 
loss in order to freeze out the competitors. 

„There are only three elevator companies 
not in the combination carrying on business 
west of the Rocky mountains, and in order to 
drive these companies out of the business 
and secure an absolute monopoly the Otis 
Blevator company has instituted suits 
against them for the alleged infringement 
of its patents, which suits are brought solely 
to herass and injure them. When one of 
these independent companies secures a con- 
tract the Otis Elevator company notifies the 
customer that it has brought suit against the 
independent for infringement, and if the cus- 
tomer! allows the independent company to 
carry out the contract he (the customer) 
will thereby become liable for damages for 
said infringement.”’ 


Perpetual Injunction Asked. 

The bill prays that the defendants be per- 
petually enjoined from carrying out their 
illegal. combination and from further agree- 
ing and combining together to control the 
trade and commerce in elevators, and to de- 
prive the people of the several states in the 
United States of the benefit in rates and prices 
derived from free and unrestrained competi- 
tion in said business. 

The facts in this] case have been for many 
months under investigation by the depart- 
ment of justice. They were originally 
brought to the attention of the department 
by complaints made to the president and to 
the attorney general.

Grocerymen Will Be Prosecuted for Sell- 
ing Adulterated Products—Manu- 
facturers Will Escape Responsibility. 


At least forty arrests of grocerymen and 
keepers of delicatessen stores probably will 
be made today as the result of recent analyses 
of impure food products collected by inspec- 
tors of the Illinois pure food commission. 
As usual, the prosecutions will not include the 
manufacturers and jobbers primarily respon- 
sible for putting the adulterated stuff on the 
market. 

The samples, which were collected after 
THE TRIBUNE stirred the pure food commis- 
sion into action by exposing the indigent 
habits of its officers, include jellies, preserves, 
sirups, vinegars, spices, and various other 
articles of food, which are adulterated and 
imitated. 

According to Assistant Pure Food Commis- 
sioner Rudolph M.. Patterson, the result of

Chief reliance for a conviction is pla¢ 
by the state on Ivens’ confession, made the 
morning following the murder, at the 
sted street police station in the presence of 
Assistant Chief Schuettler and a number of 
representatives of the state’s attorney's of- 


ce. 

The first witnesses introduced by the state 
will be persons having knowledge of the find- 
ing of the body and its condition at that time, 
but such testimony will. be passed over rap- 
idly, giving way to a consideration of the 
confession andcircumstantial evidence poift- 
ing to Ivens as the woman's slayer. 


Defense Relies on Alibi. 


The defense will rely almost wholly on an

MASKED MEN ROB SALOON;

Holdup Men Compel Customers to 
Stand Against Wall—Loot the Cash

Two masked robbers held up Patrick Mo- 
ram and six patrons in Moran’s saloon, 65 
Erie street, at 10 o'clock in the evening, tak- 
ing $20 from the cash register in the place.

John H. Dalton, north side saloonkeeper 
and one time Twenty-first ward politician, 
again was sentenced to the penitentiary yes- 
terday for the latest crime of which he has 
been found guilty. He was given a five years’ 
sentence by Judge Dupuy on the charge of 
mistreating Stella Lackwa, years old. 
Identical charges by three other girls are 
pending and will be tried later. 

A motion: for a new trial was made, and 
Dalton was released under $19,000 bonds. 
His defense had been that he thought the 
girls whom he and others enticed into his 
saloon, the Old Point Comfort, Elm and 
North Clark streets, were older. 

Dr. A. Judson Booth, Robert H. Smith, and 
H. C. Lutz are under indictment charged with 
the same crime for which Dalton has been 
ecnvicted, The girls testified that Booth ap- 


Then they went with him to the saloon, where 
the other men were waiting. 


Girls Enticed to Saloon. 

The Lackwa girl said she met Dalton when 
she was 13 years od. She was at the saloon 
sO much as to attract general attention, and 
she was arrested. Then the facts came out. 
The other girls, Viola Larson, 15 years old; 
Elsie Tookey, 15; and Mabel Larson, 14, met 
Booth, then Dalton and Lutz afterward 

Dalton was placed on trial on Monday, un- 
der an indictment returned three weeks ago. 
The jury took the case late Tuesday after- 
noon, and two hours later brought in a sealed 
verdict which was opened yesterday morn- 
ing. Benjamin C. Bachrach is defending 
Dalton. 

Dalton is an associate of Louis A. Gourdain, 
with whom he is under indictment in the 
federal courts on charges of using the malls 
and express companies to promote a fraudu- 
lent scheme. The saloonkeeper has been 
prosecuted on one charge and another in 
many courts within a few years. Sometimes 
he has escaped, and again he has gone to the 
penitentiary, or paid fines. 


‘ Part of Criminal Record. 

His criminal recerd includes the following: 

Oct. 25, 1900—Indicted; pleaded guilty; fine $1,000 
and costs; paid $1,227. 

March 15, 1902—Indicted; pleaded gullty; sen- 
tenced to one year in the penitentiary and paid 
$4,000 fine. 

Oct. 9, 1902-—Indicted; sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary; appealed, and, through the maze 
of legal technicalities, was leased. 

Oct. 9, 1902—Indicted; sentenced, Dec. 2, 1002, to 
the penitentiary for one year or payment of §6,000 
fine; paid the fine. 

March 18, 1904—Indicted; pleaded guilty; paid 
fine of $1,500. 

This record does not include the additional 
dozen or so indictments in connection with 
Gourdain and Booth and Lutz.

Texas. They have been in the habit of at- 
taching their names to resolutions, more or 
less popular in character, which really ac- 
complished nothing and which could ac- 
complish nothing under the most favorable 
circumstances. 

In the present case the inquiry into the 
operations of the Standard Oil company have 
been progressing for more than a year under 
the direction of the department of commerce 
and labor. That department has 4 special 
equipment for the conduct of investigations 
of this character. The bureau of corpora- 
tions, of which Mr. Garfield is chief, was 
organized by congress for the especial pur- 
pose of getting after the trusts. It origin- 
ated the prosecution of the beef trust. It 
seems to have made a mess of that because 
Commissioner Garfield, who is a better re- 
former than he is a lawyer, was not aware 
of the extent to which he had guaranteed 
immunity while he was searching for infor- 
mation. 

No such mistake has been made in prose- 
cuting the inquiry into the operations of the 
Standard Oil company. That has been con- 
ducted by agents of the department of com- 
merce and labor on an original basis. Mana- 
gers of the Standard Oil company have not 
been appealed to directly for information. 
They have not been given any guarantee of 
immunity, either express or implied. 

Agents of the department of commerce 
and labor have prosecuted their study into 
the operations of Rockefeller, Rogers, and 
Standard Oil magnates as an independent 
proposition. They have not asked the Stan- 
dard Oil people to produce any books or sub- 
mit any reports to the government. 

Standard’s Violation of Law Proved. 

President Roosevelt has intimated to con- 
gress what is an actual fact. An extraordi- 
nary reporf now is actually been prepared. It 
will show the operatians of the Standard Oil 
company and it will convince the people that 
a violation of the anti-trust law has been 


by Rogers and persons who have maneged 
his interests. 

When this report is submitted to congress, 
as it will be soon, the folly of ordering an- 
other investigation by the interstate com- 
merce commission will be fully demonstrated, 
and it is likely that the new inquiry so hastily 
ordered by democratic trust busters” in 
congress may be shown to be wholly unnec- 
essary within the next week or two. 

Representative Gillespie of Texas, who in- 
troduced the original resolution calling upon 
the interstate commerce commission for in- 
formation as to the operation of the Pennsyl- 
vania and other coal and oil railroads, said 
tonight: 

It is my intention to urge action in line 
with the recommendation of the president. I 
am sure had the house known of the defects 
in the resolution pointed out by the president 
it would have corrected them before it passed 
that measure. 


What Gillespie Wants to Know. 


It is apparent that if the investigation be 
thorough the men who testify will escape 
from prosecution, but it seems to me, on the 
broad general ground of public policy, it is 
better to let these rascals escape if we are 
to get information which will enable us to 
apply corrective legislative measures, than 
not have all the facts brought to light. I 
would like to see every violater of the law 
punished, but if this cannot be done the sooner 
we know it the better for the country. 

IJ am not seeking any personal advantage 
in this matter, I am personally willing that 
the republicans should have the credit of in- 
troducing and passing the resolution for an 
investigation. All I want to know is: 

Are the present laws adequate to prevent 
the development of such powerful combina- 
tions as exist today. If they are, why are 
they not enforced? If they are not, then we 
will know what to do.” 


SENATE FOR COURT AMENDMENT 


Conferences Between Leaders Show Safe 
Majority on Rate Bill Is 
Certain. 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Special.]— 
Informal conferences in the last few days 
between leaders of both political parties of 
the senate have shown forty republican sen- 
ators and enough democrats to furnish a 
safe majority in favor of amending the Hep- 
burn railway rate bill so as to provide that 
the federal courts shall have authority to 
review the rate fixing orders of the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

With one senator under conviction for 
erime and a vacancy from Delaware, the 
voting membership of the senate is reduced 
to 88, of which a majority is 45. It will, 
therefore, require only five democrats to join 
the forty republicans in amending the bill, 
but it is claimed that more than that number 
of democrats are in favor of the court review 
provision. 

The republicans opposed to the Hepburn 
bill have not abandoned their efforts to bring 
President Roosevelt to their point of view. 
They are extremely anxious to avoid any 
action that would increase the present lack 
of party harmony over the rate bill, and 
are anxious that the president make conces- 
sions. But the president still is standing out 
against any review upon the merits and 
facts involved in the case, and has announced 
that he will not modify his position. 


LINES DRAWN ON RATE BILL. 


Senators Tillman and Bailey Dispute 
Theory of Senator Clapp as to 
Power of Commission. 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—That there 

is still a sharp difference of opinion between 
the supposed friends of the Dolllver-Hepburn 
railroad rate bill Was decidedly manifest to- 
day in the senate chamber. The division is 
over the question whether a rate made by 
the interstate commerce commission shall 
be suspended by the courts pending final 
adjudication and was brought to the surface 
in a brief debate which followed a set speech 
by Mr. Clapp in support of the bill. 
In reply to a question by Mr. Tillman, Mr. 
Clapp expressed doubt as to the power so to 
legislate as to enforce penalties proposed by 
the bill pending a review of any given find- 
ing by the courts. 

Mr, Tillman and Mr. Bailey took sharp 
issue with this statement. The former ex- 
pressed the opinion that the issue is a vital 
one, and declared that if an order of the com- 
mission is not to be maintained until a final 
judicial settlement in a case is reached it 
will be necessary to reform the courts. Mr. 
Bailey also contended that congress can so 
legislate as to maintain the commission's 
rat? until the final order of the court is issued 
and to prevent interlocutory orders suspend- 
ing such rates.

Mrs. Lawrence Baker, who shot and 
Constable Joseph Slais in her home « 
West Chicago avenue a week ago, was 
to the criminal court yesterday by a 
ner’s jury at the West Chicago avenue] 
station. 

Mrs. Baker did not testify, and the testi- 
mony of only two policemen was ken. 
Patrolman William Burt and Sergeant Foley 
told of the finding of Slais’ body and the ar- 
rest of Mrs. Baker. The jury tee the 
verdict without deliberation. 

The finding of the jury was based on testi- 
mony taken on Friday, when the inquest was 
begun. Adolph Blazek, who accompanied 
Slais in his mission to levy on Mrs. Baker's 
furniture and who witnessed the shooting, 
told of the affair in detail. It was established 
by the testimony of Blazek that the consta- 
ble was in pursuit of his duties at the time 
of his death and that he ¢arried a legal writ 
of attachment. 

Mrs. Slais, the widow of the constable, 
166 West Nineteenth street, attended the in- 
quest. None of her children was present. 

Lawrence Baker, the husband of Mrs. Ba- 
ker, has begun an investigation of the record 
of Constable Slais, and claims to have un- 
earthed a number of serious counts against 
him. Complicity in several shooting affairs, 
an assault on a woman, and running slot ma- 
chines ure among the charges which have 
been made against Slais. 

He was indicted by the September grand 
jury in 1903 for an assault on George H. 
Welbourn of Summit, III., said to have taken 
place Aug. 17 of the same year, but was re- 
leased. The other charge against him was 
brought by John D. Welsh, also of Summit. 
Welsh accused Slais of trying to shoot him.

Has Reached Age Limit and Has

Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Special.]~— 
Associate Justice Henry Billings Brown of 
the United States Supreme court intends to 
retire from the bench and has notified Pres- 
Gent Roosevelt to that effect. The president 
ofiered to appoint Senator Philander C. Knox 
of Pennsylvania to the vacancy, but the lat- 
ter declined. 

Justice Brown was 70 years old on March 2. 
Having reached that age and having served 
ten years as a member of the Supreme bench, 
he was privileged to retire on full pay. Al- 
though strong and vigorous bodily and 
mentally, Justice Brown has been troubled 
with failing sight, and he has felt that a con- 
tinuance of his judicial duties might cause 
him to become blind. : 


Will Serve Through Term. 

He will serve through. the present term of 
court and probably will retire in the fall, 
He expects to travel in Europe during the 
summer. 

Justice Brown was born at South Lee, 
Mass., in 1836, graduated from Yale when 20 
years old, and, after studying law at the Yale 
and Harvard law schools, was admitted to 
the bar in Wayne county, Mich., in 1860.

The council appropriated last .yea 4 5 — 
2.278 patrolmen. When it did so it sup- 
posed that. that number of men would be 
available for patrol duty. But there. are 
only about 700 men who walk beat 
through the night, when policemen are 
most needed. There sliould be three men 
on duty by night for every one who is on 
duty by day. Considering that 2,278 pa- 
trolmen were appropriated for, the num- 
ber on duty during the night ought to be 
much larger than it is. It would be if 
the chief ot police did not let too many 
men haye easy day work. He should ex- 
plain how it comes that the city is so oe 
ly protected by night. 

That official should state e for 
the information of the public the extent 
to which his meager force has been weak- 
ened by special details. The principal ob- 
eis ‘to take a 
favorite off his beat and put him at some- 
thing the council did not intend he should 
do—to give him an easy job — of 
regular police work. 

Usually this is done at the 3 ot 
some politician who has been appealed to 
for his influence. This is one of the ways 
in which politics enters the department 
and enfeebles and corrupts it. One would 
like to know the names of the politicians 
who applied to the chief of police for fa- 
vors for patrolmen who enjoyed their pro- 
tection, — 

The council made provision in the appro- 
priation bill for a.specified number of pa- 
trol drivers and desk sergeants. It would 
be interesting to know how many patrol- 
men have been faken off regular duty and 
converted into drivers or assistant .desk 
sergeants.

Then the. public will learn to what 
extent and in what manner. the police 
foree has been frittered away and the 
men whom it pays to walk beat have been 
relieved from that duty and given “ soft 
snaps” by the head of the department.

MAKE NO TRADE. 

It is said that the democratic county or- 
ganization’ wishes to make a trade. It is 
ready to agree. that if the republicans will’ 
not nominate a candidate to fill Judge 
Tuley’s vacancy the democrats will let the 
republican nominee for the Supreme court 
in this district hu ve a walkover. 

A bargain of this kind would show con- 
tempt for the rights of the voters and should, 
not be made. Many such bargains, bearing 
the specious title of a nonpartisan judi- 
ciary,” have been made in the past. Their 
object was to take the choice of judges away 
from the people and give it to the bosses. 
The voters have seen through the game and 
want no more of it. They have faith ina 
nonpartisan judiciary, but they wish to se- 
lect the jndges. 

The democratic party of Cook county has 
not a monopoly of the good judicial timber 
in the county. It is no more competent to 
tender a high class man to the voters thanis 
the republican party. On the other hand, 
the last named party has not engrossed all 
the judicial ability in the Seventh Supreme 
court district.
